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(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To shown stable electromagnetic shield effect by using a shielding material 
comprised of only a conductive rubber, a plastic, and a metal powder or a liquid metal. 
CONSTITUTION: A shielding material is comprised of a conductive rubber 1 or a 
plastic 1 in the external side and a metal powder 2 or a liquid metal 2 packed in the 
hollow part of the conductive rubber or plastic and has shielding effect. When it is thin 
string, it can be coiled up on the out side of an electric wire as it is and may be woven v<S&— 



and then covered on the electric wire. As the conductive rubber and the plastic material, 
polyethylene, poly( vinyl chloride), and butyl rubber, to which some % to some tens % of 
conductive carbon black or a metal powder is added, may be used, and a plasticizer or 
other additives may be added to the compositions. By this, a sufficient shielding effect is 
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
